The vital statistics returns for week ealiag the 10th 
July, 1918 for to viis with a population of 30,000 and 
over have been reoeivel in respect of only 170 towns 
(154 towns out of 182 in India and 16 town-j out of 30 in 
Jndian States) . The estimated mid-year population of those 
' towns is 21,358,523. The births and deaths reoorded in these 
towns numbered 11,641 and 7,827 representing birth and 
death rates of 23- 3 and 19- 1 per thousand of the population 
respectively. 

(A) India . — 'The births and deaths rooorded in towns of 
India Were 10,671 and 7,229 giving birth and death rate3 
of 23*4 hnd 19*2 per thousand of the population respectively. 
Two toWns, namely, Rohtak in East Punjab and Agra m 
U. P., reoorded high death rate of 73 "1, and 51-4 per 
thousand of the population respectively. The high death rate 
in Rohtak was mainly duo to deaths from fevers and in 
Agra duo to deaths from respiratory diseases and dysentery 
and diarrhoea.
